MEXICO. 


overTnaow OF SANTA anna! 


By the arrival at New Orleans, 0! 
the shooner Fortuna, from Vera Cruz: 
we are put in ssion of the most 
importaat intelligence from Mexico. 
That: Republic ts now the scene of 2 
domestic commotion, which has resul- 
ted in theoverthrow of Santa Anna 
and his Minions. 

On the 3d GM! a decree for the dis- 
soletion of the Chambers was pub- 
fished id Mexico, by Canalizo, by or- 
der of Santa Anon, who was at Quare- 
taro, with some 9,000 men, on his 
march against Taredes. The excite- 
ment caused in Mexico by this decree 
was immense, and the Chambers made 
three protests and a proclamation to 
tue inhabitants of the Republic, which 
were about being published, when, by 
an order fram Canalizo, all the print- 

offices in Mexico were closed, and 
all publications of any class forbidden. 
ith the exception of that infamous 
organ of the tyragt, the “Diario del 
Gebiernaro.” This.was adding fuel 
to the fire, and the exciternent become 
so great and so general, in every class 
of society, that Canalizo assembled all 
his troops, about 29600 in number, 
withitt the palace, and shut himselfup 
with them and his four ministers. 

On the morning of the 6th, public 

ing burst out in a general rise, and 
ali the most respectable part of the 
male community presented themselves 
arms in hand, together with the lower 
populace in the convent of St. Fran- 
cisco, where the Oongress had assem.

Unheard of Barbarity— Arson an! 
Deliberate Attempt to Burn a Mother 
and Her Two Children. One of the 
most deliberate and barbarous outra- 
ges ever perpetrated in a civilized 
community was committed Monday 
morning in the upper partof the city. 
by a wretch whoclaims to be of the 
human species. Of all the terrible 
crimes that were ever attempted in 
this city, this one is the most shock- 
ing, and one can scarcely think of it 
without shuddering.
